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1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 41-43 and 47-48 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 41 , in more than one place, uses the language "capable of , this is indefinite in 
that it is unclear whether the system operates as such or not, for one example only, 
lines 8-9 recite "capable of monitoring pressure" it is unclear whether the sensors 
monitor the pressure or not. 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 41 -43 and 47-48 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over Sultan (6,1 35,945) in view of Forsell (6,21 0,347). 

Sultan disclsoses an implantable device for controlling fluid flow within a body that uses 
a pressure sensor to monitor or sense the pressure and provide a feedback to a 
controller to alter or adjust the device. Sultan discloses the claimed system except for 
specifically teaching the use of remote telemetry such that the device can easily be 
controlled from outside the body. It is well known in the medical arts to use remote 
telemetry to control and/or adjust devices that have been implanted in the body. Forsell 
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teaches a restriction device and teaches that it is well known to provide a remote control 
or telemetry of the implanted device from outside the body (column 2, line 30- column 3, 
line 60). Forsell discloses using electromagnetic radiation wave signals and the use of 
rechargeable batteries which would inherently include sensors for determining when the 
battery would need to be recharged. Therefore a modification of Sultan such that the 
device is controlled remotely would have been obvious in view of Forsell which teaches 
that it is well known to control/monitor similar devices from outside the body.
